The Sugar Men Will Join with tha 


Anti-Income Tax Kickers in Op- 


posing the Bill—The Chances 


in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The action of 


the democrats of the waj's and means 
committee in substituting- an individ- 
ual income tax of 2 per cent, on all in- 
comes over 14,000 is regarded as a de- 
feat for the administration. The fight 
from the beginning over this question 
has been extremely earnest and as soon 
as It became evident to the advocates 
of an individual income tax that Mr. 
Cleveland would not favor that propo- 
sition, the struggle became one be- 
tween the administration and the anti- 
Bdministration forces. It was not so 
openly proclaimed, but the fight was 
drawn upon these lines, and it was un- 
derstood that the administration in- 
fluence was being- exercised against an 
individual income tax. 


It Is expected that Bourke Cochran, 


who is the most 
determined man 


in the committee in opposition to au 
Income tax, will vote with the re- 
publicans in committee against it, 
but the other democrats will probably 
abide by the decision of a majority of 
their colleagues. It is evident that 
there will be a very hard fight in the 
house over this question. The eastern 
democrats generally will n»— ^.40* 
Individual income tax, and, i> sugar- 
men will probably join them, since 
Its defeat will necessitate a sugar tax. 
The republicans will vote nearly, if cot 
quite, solidly against it. The demo- 
crats are counting on a few repijS'Mcan 
votes from the northwest, but'^*, is 
very uncertain whether they will £ct 
any. 


The populists will probably vote 


solidly for the income tax, and the be- 
lief is that it will carry in the house, 


I though possibly by a very close vote. 
>2?t may open the way to combinations 


" the purpose of securing other 


changes in the bill and so complicate 
the actuation, 


It is believed that iu the senate there 


will be a very small chance of the in- 
come tax carrying. 
It is probable 


that there a sugar tax will take its 
place, and that there will be a very 
sharp fight between the two houses on 
this question. 


It is the purpose ol the democrats in 


the house to limit the general debute 
on the tariff bill to five days and to 
have a vote on the bill on the 17th of 
this month, night sessions being held. 
On the McKinley bill the general de- 
bate was limited to-four days, and its 
consideration by the house altogether 
occupied about thirteen days. A strong 
effort is being made by the sugar men, 
the iron and coal and tobacco men, to 
have the bill amended, but they have 
small hope of success in the house. 
The belief is that while the flfrht 
there will be sharp and considerable 
division in the majority party will be 


j shown, the ways and means commit- 


tee will have following enough to 
carry their bill through practically as 
it is. Petitions and protests are being 
received from manufacturers and thuir 
employes in nearly everj line of indus- 
try, and the fight is being carried on 
with considerable vigor all along the 
line. Little attention, however, is be- 
ing paid to this by the leaders in the 
house, and even now, before the house 
has acted, the efforts of those who 
want the bill changed are being di- 
rected 
more particularly 
to the 


senate, it is believed that in the 
senate 
the 
bill 
will 
be 
very 


materially changed, If not entirely re- 
constructed. Among the things re- 
garded as very likely to be done in the 
senate are the placing of sugar and 
iron and coal on the dutiable list. 
This, however, if accomplished, will 
have to be done in committee, in all

xilicy of republicans to assist demo- 
crats on the floor of the senate in ;.<•- 
curing amendments in a few special 
Instances.

EIGHT HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS 


In Property Values Destroyed—List of 


the Sufferers and Their Losses 


and Insurance—A Bad 


Fire in Detroit. 


TOLEDO, O., Jan. t.— After enjoying 


immunity from disastrous fires for 
about ten years Toledo last night ex- 
perienced the worst conflagration in 
the history of the city. At 5:50 o'clock 
flames were seen to break from the top 
story of the Quale elevator, situated at 
the corner of 
Water and Madison 


streets, and on the . river front. In 
some unexplained manner, the firemen 
were annoyingly slow in getting- the 
alarm. 
When they arrived at the 


scene the flames had possession of the 
top story of the great elevator. Five 
minutes after the first line of hose was 
laid four explosions 
followed each 


other in quick succession and fire is- 
sued from all sides of the building. 
The firemen experienced considerable 
delay in setting water on the blaze, 
and before they realized the gravity ol 
the situation they were driven up 
Madison street and along Water street 
by the fury of the flame. 


Within fifteen minutes after the first 


alarm waa sounded the elevator of It. 
A. King- & Co. caught fire, and the 
heavy wind blowing- from the south- 
east carried the flames to the chamber 
of commerce, a seven-story building- on 
the southwest corner of Madison and 
Water" streets. 


At this point, while fighting- tha 


flames on the rear of the Quale eleva- 
tor, Capt, Frazer, of Engine Co. No. 1, 
was struck by a falling timber and 
probably fatally injured. 


From tlie chamber of commerce the 


fire spread to the seven-story building 
of C. L. Tuce adjoining, and occupied 
as a wonderland and museum theater 
by Col. J. H. Moore, who iu ' like en* 
terprises in Detroit, Mich,, a- i Toron- 
to, Ont.

structures in the city, and 


proved an easy victim to the flames. 


At 8 oclock the lire ttftitened to 


apread from the King block, \the ele- 
vator of Young & Backus.' ett that 
hour the wind was blowing , virtial 
gale, and it was impossible to* ^thow 
far the blaze would go on \Vatei* treet.

Directly across from the chamber of 


commerce, on the corner of Jefferson 
and Summit streets, stood the Hart- 
ford block, which was 
four 
sto- 


ries 
in 
height, with a 
frontage 


of about eighty feet. This was the 
first building on tlie west side of Sum- 
mit street to take flre Iroin the cham- 
ber of commerce, and in a compara- 
tively short time it was a complete 
wreck inside but the damage was from 
water only as the firemen succeeded in 
confining the flames to Die cornice of 
the building. 


To the right of the Hartford build- 


ing and adjoining, stood the three- 
story building occupied by R. J. Wal- 
lace as a saloon; the Toledo Kubber 
Co., rubber goods; Paft's dental par- 
lors; A. S. Sey & Co., cigars; Jacob 
Hockinberger, saloon; J. R. Boosman, 
gentlemen's furnishing goods; N. Judd, ' 
jeweler, and I. N. Heed, druggist

This building was deluged with water 
to prevent the flames from spreading 
and the contents will be1 a complete 
loss.

On the ground floor of the chamber 


of commerce were the Second national 
bank, the Spizzer bank, the Western 
Union telegraph office and American 
District telegraph office. They lost 
everything in the way of office furni- 
ture, books and machinery. It is be- 
lieved that whatever money was con- 
tained in the vaults of the Second na- 
tional bank has not been Injured. Tho 
destruction of the American district 
telegraph office leaves the city without 
police or fire alarm.
